AFTER TARGETED SHOOTING AT 
CAPITAL GAZETTE HAD LOST DEFAMATION SUIT

A man witha vendetta against a Mary- 
land newspaper fired a shotgun through 
the newsroom’s glass doors and at its 
employees, killing five and injuring two 
Thursday in a targeted shooting, police 
said. 

The attack appears to be the deadliest 
involving journalists in the United States 
in decades. 

Local police said the Capital Gazette 
was targeted in the Annapolis, Md., inci- 


dent that prompted heightened security in 
newsrooms around the country. 

A teletype sent to Maryland law en- 
forcement officials identified the shoot- 
ing suspect as Jarrod Ramos, 38. Police 
were searching an apartment in Laurel, 
Md., late Thursday that is tied to Ramos. 

Ramos in 2015 lost a defamation lawsuit 
against the paper and a columnist over a 
July 2011 story that covered a criminal 
case against him. The column provided

HARASSED PILOT EDITOR FOR 
YEARS WHILE HE WORKED AT ANNAPOLIS PAPER

The man identified as the gunman who 
opened fire on an Annapolis, Md., news- 
paper Thursday had a long-running feud 
with a former reporter and columnist there 
who now works for The Virginian-Pilot. 

Quoting sources who spoke on condition 
of anonymity, several news organizations 
identified the suspect as Jarrod W. Ramos, 
of Laurel, Md. Police and federal agents 
gathered late Thursday outside his home 


and Laurel Police Chief Rich McLaughlin 
said his officers were there as part of the 
shooting investigation. 

Ramos, 38, sued Eric Hartley, now an 
editor at The Pilot, for defamation in 2012 
for a column that Hartley wrote about a 
criminal case involving Ramos. Ramos 
created a Twitter page afterward that 
features a picture of Hartley. The Twit- 
ter handle listed for the page is @EricH- 
artleyFrnd.

ODU tries anew weapon against cancer 


New form of 
therapy uses 
electric pulses 
to kill cancer 
cells - and 
the results are 
encouraging.

It was 2014, and a post-doctoral researcher 
working with Stephen Beebe at Old Dominion 
University came rushing into the professor’s 
third-floor office with the news. 

The liver cancer tumors she had put under 
the skin of a mouse about two weeks prior had 


This was what they had hoped for. 
For the last dozen or so years, Beebe and his 
team had been studying a new form of cancer 


therapy that uses ultra-quick electrical pulses 
to kill tumor cells. 

How fast are they? In the time it takes for your 
heart to beat once, researchers could generate 
3 million of these nanosecond electric pulses. 

This wasn’t the first time the same mouse 
had been given cancerous cells. The first time, 
Beebe and the student treated the mouse using 
electric pulses to kill the tumor. A treatment 
can last anywhere from five to seven minutes, 
Beebe said. The team can pulse a mouse up to
